LEACOCK SPEAKS 

Addresses Builders Exchange 
Members On "Beating 
Back To Proisperity'*. 

"We and other people want to sell 
a;nd' won't buy, and this is the fiinda- 
mehtali fault of our pbbllo policy," 
stated Stephen Leacock In discussing 
the problem 'Boating back to Pros- 
perity at a Dinner-Meeting of the 
Builders Exchange Inc. of Montreal at 
the AVIndspr Hotel last evening. 

At tlie outset^Dt^ 
the well worn .'pfirale 
Ing In a distressed .world though a 
a. spirit ot optimism, a. noble Inherl- 
tence, has been jirçvalent since the 
beginning ot tbo depression some two 
years ago. "The world has' no better as- 
set tiian tho conspiracy to say we are 
on the road to recovery, thpiigh there 
does not seem to be much improve- 
ment. ■ , ' , 

Results of Overproduction 
, The^càuse of the present depression 
or ' dislocation of the 'world 'Is ovor- 
protluctlon. This' is the biggest thing 
that has happened to the world, — that 
production has outstripped any way of 
using tilings. AVo haven't yet found a 
method of consuming things . to keep 
pace -\vlth production. . - If wo could 
reme'dy the 'dislocation . between the 
forces of production and our means 
of getting them Into tho hands of those 
who U80 It, prosperity would come. 

The Communists say that our sys- 
tem Is fundamentally at faujt, but it 
Is not nnd to prove that ft can sur- 
vive we must work ourselves otit of \t. 
The disharmony between production 
and consump'tion Is an aftermath 'of 
th(j' "World "War.

It was decided at a meeting ot the 
Corporation yosterday that, In future, 
students who havo not been medically 
c.N-amlned according to tho regulations 
of tho University will bo subject to 
fines for lateness In addition to 'the 
suspension which at present exists.. 

It has been found that students put 
oft getting examined until they 
absolutely have to. The procedure In 
this case Is somewhat as follows. l^Irst 
a letter Is sent to the student remind- 
ing him that he must be c.\amlnod. 
When ho. Ignores this another Is sent. 
If ho.fignorea, tills the Dean of his 
,faculty^^^Ito8*to-iitm tolling lilm the 
cdtisequtSriccs of'a:contlnucd refusal. 

Process Long . ' 

Then the Heglstrar writes to him; 
Finally, If ho still ruts off the exam- 
ination,, the' riogUtrpr mu.«t write a 
letter to tho Dean ot hlu faculty and 
to • tho professor , of eve.'y course lie 
tikes saying that ho Is 'suspended. The 
student as a rule then calmly goes and 
gets examined, after which the Medical 
Department notifies the Ileglstrar and 
he'must then, notify the Dean of thif 
Faculty and all, tlie-professors giving 
him courses that ho Is reinstated.. 

So tho student Is put to but llttio 
Inconvenience under tho present sys- 
tem, but /officers of tho University 
must wrlto about twenty-five letters 
.ibout him. 

Students Will Pay 
In future this situation will be right- 
ed, for any student' In flrstîop b^eend 
year wiio has not been examlned-by 
the end of Qctober will have to jwy a 
flneiot flvo dollars. It hé has not com- 
piled by tho eighth ot November ho 
must pay ainotiier five dollars,; and 
win only be «uspcnded If the régula, 
tlons have, not been compiled with by 
Novertibcr 14th.-. - ' -' 

It Is pointed out that this , e.\amk. 
Inatlon should not '-bo regarded as à 
hardship, for It Is very^ thorough and 
a similar examination, w.ould . cost, ten 
dollars If done ' by' one's own , doctor, 
sràriy ailments have been pointed out 
to students and remedied through It, 
and It sbould be considered a privi- 
lege to get a thorough examination for 
nothing. . .
